Shops  as  Shelters  in  Air  Raids. — The  Ministry  of  Home  Security 
es  that  if  shopkeepers  allow  members  of  the  public,  whether  or  not 
f  are  customers,  to  be  on  their  premises  during  an  air-raid  warning, 
ie  persons  enter  or  remain  on  the  premises  at  their  own  risk,  at  any

;ially  vulnerable.  It  would,  of  course,  be  wise  for  the  shopkeeper 
;eep  the  public  away  from  any  part  of  the  premises  which  is  specially 
gerous,  or  to  warn  them  of  the  danger. 

Home  Guard  Medical  Unit. — Worthing  Home  Guard  has  formed 
illy  trained  medical  unit,  and  it  is  expected  that  similar  units  will 
established  later  by  branches  of  the  Home  Guard  throughout  the 
ntry.  The  Worthing  unit  has  been  presented  by  a  local  resident 
h  a  fully  equipped  ambulance  ;  it  is  intended  primarily  for  dealing 
h  casualties  among  the  Home  Guard  and  members  of  the  Regular 
ces,  but,  it  is  understood,  it  will  also  co-operate  with  other  medical 
ts  and  help  with  civilian  casualties  where  necessar3^ 

Fire  Danger  in  Unattended  Buildings. — The  danger  arising  from 
'  breaks  of  fire  in  unattended  buildings  is  the  subject  of  an  urgent 
ning  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security.  It  is  pointed  out 
t  if  an  outbreak  occurs  in  such  a  building  the  fire  may  not  only 
olve  a  serious  call  upon  the  local  fire  services  through  not  having 
in  detected  at  an  early  stage,  but  may  also  serve  as  a  beacon  to 
ling  aircraft.  Even  a  single  person  in  the  building  can  at  least 
rmon  the  fire  brigade  at  once,  even  if  he  cannot  extinguish  the  fire 
ore  it  has  got  hold.  Among  the  main  classes  of  premises  to  be 
sidered  are  factory  and  warehouse  buildings.  Occupiers  of  all  such 
mises  are  strongly  urged  to  secure  that  at  least  one  person  is  always 
the  premises  for  the  purposes  of  giving  an  alarm  in  case  of  fire  and 
3  to  provide  simple  fire-fighting  equipment  for  use  until  the  fire 
iade  arrives,  if  it  has  not  already  done  so. 


Lighting  Offence. — Alfred  Higgs,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Richmond  Road, 
Kingston-on-Thames,  were  fined  £5  for  a  breach  of  the  lighting' 
tiegulations  at  the  Kingston  Borough  Police  Court  on  September  18. 

Lancashire  Request  to  Owners  of  Lock-up  Shops. — Lancashire 

police  authorities  are  requesting  owners  of  lock-up  shops  to  notify  their 
home  addresses  in  order  to  facilitate  action  should  it  be  necessary 
during  an  air-raid. 

Spitfire  Funds. — The  latest  contributions  to  Burnley's  Spitfire 
fund  include  £50  from  the  directors  of  Parkinsons,  Ltd.  manufacturing 
chemists,  Burnley. — William  Blythe  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  manu- 
facturers, have  contributed  £103  to  the  Accrington  Spitfire  fund.

Free  Ear-plugs. — Mr.  William  Mabane  (Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security)  announced  on  September  23  that 
several  million  ear-plugs  were  now  ready  for  distribution  by  the  local 
authorities ;  they  would  probably  be  made  available  in  the  same  way 
as  the  supplementary  gas-mask  filter  recently  issued. 

IRELAKD 

Golf. — The  final  outing  of  the  season  of  the  Irish  Chemists'  Golfiag

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Canada  Gives  a  Lead. — The  implications  of  the  recognition  of  phar- 
macy in  the  new  medical  service  arrangements  of  the  Canadian  Army 
(p.  175)  may  be  far-reaching.  The  scheme  drawn  up  by  the  committee 
on  the  status  of  (Canadian)  pharmacists  demands  careful  study.  Its 
thoroughness  is  exemplary  and  it  may  well  serve  as  a  model  for  other 
parts  of  the  Empire,  not  least  for  the  Home  Country  chemists.  Associa- 
tions in  search  of  a  subject  for  discussion  may  with  advantage  give 
this  page  of  your  last  week's  issue  their  attention.  The  fact  that  every 
detail  of  the  proposed  plan  has  not  been  put  into  force  is  not  very 
important ;  the  primary  consideration  is  that  the  principle  of  commis- 
sioned rank  for  pharmacy  in  the  medical  service  of  the  Canadian  Army 
has  been  given  practical  recognition.  The  case  for  following  this 
precedent  throughout  the  Empire  is  unanswerable,  depending  as  it 
does  not  on  any  desire  for  military  command  but  on  the  principle  that 
professional  work  should  be  linked  with  commensurate  responsibility. 

Inequalities  in  Examination  Subjects. — The  report  on  the  June 
examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland  (p. 
170)  is  an  illuminating  record  and  will  no  doubt  be  read  with  due 
attention  by  the  candidates  alluded  to  and  by  those  responsible  for 
their  training.  Inequality  in  competence  to  handle  examination 
subjects  is  not  a  new  feature  of  scholastic  life.  Any  member  of  a  board 
of  examiners  could  give  instances  of  students  who  had  succeeded 
brilliantly  in  certain  subjects  but  had  so  nearly  failed  in  others  that 
their  aggregate  marks  had  to  decide  the  issue  of  passing  or  failing  in  the 
examination  as  a  whole.  The  remark  on  the  necessity  of  a  good  know- 
ledge of  English  is  wise.  The  expression  on  paper  of  what  one  means 


often  involves  a  good  deal  of  trouble,  but  the  victory  is  worth  the 
effort.  In  the  third  book  of  his  "Essay  Concerning  Human  Under- 
standing," John  Locke  in  his  laboured  manner  makes  several  pertinent 
observations  on  this  theme.  Students  may  usefully  consider  such  a 
sentence  as  this  :  "  Common  use  regulates  the  meaning  of  words  pretty 
well  for  common  conversation  but  common  use  is  not  sufficient  to 
adjust  them  to  philosophical  discourses,  there  being  scarce  any  name 
of  any  very  complex  idea  (to  say  nothing  of  others)  which  in  common 
use  has  not  a  great  latitude  and  which  keeping  within  the  bounds  of 
propriety  may  not  be  made  the  sign  of  far  different  ideas." 

Shapes  of  Bottles. — The  illustrated  description  of  a  new  type  of 
medicine  bottle  (p.  167)  introduces  a  subject  of  wide  appeal.  As  far 
as  I  am  aware  changes  in  styles  of  containers  for  medicaments  have 
never  been  adequately  treated  historically.  Here  is  a  field  for  some 
investigator  with  the  requisite  leisure.  These  changes  may  have  been 
more  numerous  than  most  of  us  realise.  Among  my  "oddments,"  for 
instance,  I  have  a  hand-made  vial  more  than  3^-  inches  long,  holding 
two  drachms  and  refusing  to  stand  upright.  It  is  probably  a  survivor 
of  the  days  when  liquid  medicines  were  ordinarily  sent  out  as  separate 
draughts.  The  general  change  to  bottles  holding  several  doses  occurred 
I  believe  about  a  century  ago,  but  whether  what  may  be  called  multiple 
containers  were  in  common  use  earlier  for  some  classes  of  patients, 
and  if  so  for  what  classes,  is  a  matter  worthy  of  inquiry.  In  this  con- 
nexion the  design  of  the  new  bottle  shown  in  your  illustration  has 
evidently  been  carefully  thought  out.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  see  if  it 
"catches  on."  XroySCf

Voluntary  Liquidation. — W.  Kingston  Lee,  Ltd.,  dispensing 
chemists,  Llanelly.  The  statutory  meeting  of  creditors  was  held 
recently  at  Neath,  when  a  statement  of  affairs  was  submitted  showing 
liabilities  of  ;^i,i46,  made  up  as  follows:  Trade  creditors,  ;^8o9 ;  cash 
claim,  £327;  bankers,  £10.  After  allowing  £31  for  preferential  claims 
the  net  assets  were  £355 — a  deficiency,  as  regarded  the  creditors,  of 
£791.  The  principal  assets  were:  Stock,  £390,  put  down  at  £260; 
fixtures  and  fittings,  £91,  valued  at  £61.  The  issued  capital  was  £144, 
and,  so  far  as  the  shareholders  were  concerned,  there  was  a  deficiency 
of  £935  4S-  lod.  The  company  was  incorporated  in  April  1938,  and 
took  over  an  existing  business.  The  takings  had  averaged  £25  to  £26 
a  week,  and  the  amount  received  from  National  Health  Insurance  was 
between  £5  and  £6  weekly.  Expenses  had  totalled  about  £11  a  week. 
A  resolution  was  passed  confirming  the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the 
company  with  Messrs.  Parkin  S.  Booth,  London,  and  W.  Wood,  Green 
Street,  Neath,  as  joint  liquidators,  with  a  committee  of  inspection. 

NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 

Meetings  of  the  executives  of  the  N.P.U.  and  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  were  held  on  September  25,  Mr.  J.  Hearle  in  the  chair. 
Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  D.  Yeates  it  was  decided  to  co-opt  Mr. 
F.  E.  Battershill,  Barnstaple,  to  represent  Southern  Area  No.  3  on  the 
N.P.U.  Central  Executive  for  the  remainder  of  the  period  during  which 
the  present  executive  holds  office.  The  secretary  reported  the  progress 
made  in  the  War  Distress  Fund  for  proprietor  pharmacists,  and  read  a 
letter  from  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  declining  the 
LInion's  invitation  to  serve  on  the  committee  of  administration. 

Air-raid  Assistance  Fund. — The  secretary  reported  that  up  to 
September  23  the  total  number  of  subscribers  to  this  fund  was  3,288. 
The  subscription  fund,  therefore,  amounted  to  £3,288,  and  the  reserve 
fund  to  £16,440,  making  a  total  available,  if  required,  of  £19,728.  At 
the  time  of  the  meeting  thirty-five  claims  from  businesses  that  had  been 
closed  had  been  received.  Of  these  thirty-five  eight  were  a  possible 
total  less.  Where  a  subscriber  did  not  wish  to  avail  himself  of  the  full 
benefit  to  which  he  was  entitled,  it  was  stated  that  any  surplus  should 
be  returned  to  the  subscription  fund. 

National  Health  Insurance  Matters. — To  meet  the  increased  cost  of 
containers  the  Ministry  of  Health  agreed  to  an  allowance  of  o-2d.  in 
respect  of  each  prescription  for  an  ointment  dispensed,  over  and  above 
the  appropriate  dispensing  fee,  to  take  effect  as  from  October  i. 

CD.  A.  Matters. — The  secretary  reported  that  a  claim  against  a 
member  for  wrongful  dismissal  had  been  defended.  Judgment  had  been 
given  for  the  member  and  costs  awarded  against  the  plaintiff.  Two 
members  had  been  defended  against  summonses  issued  under  the 
Lighting  Restrictions  Order.  In  one  case  the  summons  had  been 
dismissed  and  in  the  other  a  fine  of  £3  imposed.  Proceedings  against 
another  member  who  had  contravened  the  Condensed  Milk  (Maximum 
Prices)  Order  had  resulted  in  the  imposition  of  a  fine  of  los.  and  payment 
of  £1  is.  costs. 

Chemists'  Friends  Council. — A  meeting  of  the  C.F.  Council  was  held 
at  4-5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  September  17,  Mr.  E.  C.  Cripps 
in  the  chair.  The  addition  of  Calogen  vitaminised  calcium  tablets  and 
Genabrom  sedative  extract  to  the  schedule  of  the  C.F.  agreement  with 
Genatosan,  Ltd.,  was  approved.  Two  manufacturers  reported  amend- 
ments to  their  present  terms  to  the  retail  chemist.  In  each  case  the 
amendments,  which  were  approved,  applied  only  to  a  selected  list  of 
products  and  gave  a  slightly  better  margin  of  profit.  Four  applications 
for  additions  to  the  list  of  approved  distributors  by  wholesale  of  C.F. 
goods  were  considered,  of  which  one  was  accepted,  one  declined  and 
two  referred  back  for  reconsideration  at  a  later  meeting  to  enable 
further  inquiries  to  be  made.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  annual  meeting 
of  C.F.  manufacturers  in  November  as  in  previous  years  if  prevailing 
circumstances  should  permit. 
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INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Blackbarn. — Insurance  prescriptions  dispensed  in  the  area  during 
July  totalled  23,040,  at  a  cost  of  ^1,015.  Dispensing  fees  in  the  same 
period  amounted  to  £419. 

Ely. — Following  discussions  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  held  recently  on  the  question  of  longer  hours 
for  pharmacies  in  Wisbech  or  adoption  of  a  rota  system,  the  Com- 
mittee decided  that  no  action  was  necessary. 

London. — The  special  (war  emergency)  subcommittee  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  decided  on  September  26,  in  view  of  the  de- 
pletion of  medical  practitioners  available  for  civilian  service,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  to  increase  the 
maxima  of  the  practitioners'  lists  by  acceptances  of  a  further  5  per  cent, 
of  the  number  of  patients,  subject  to  review  at  the  end  of  twelve 
months.  The  total  number  of  insured  persons  on  the  registers  of  the 
Committee  at  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  of  1940  was  1,843,668, 
compared  with  1,913,469  in  the  corresponding  period  in  1939. 

Oldham. — The  average  cost  of  prescriptions  in  the  Insurance 
Committee's  area  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  9-35d.,  compared 
with  8-37d.  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year  and  an  average  of 
q-i8d.  for  the  whole  of  the  area  covered  by  the  Lancashire  Prescription 
Bureau.  The  prescription  frequency  for  insured  persons  in  Oldham  was 
i-8i  against  1-72  last  year,  and  the  average  total  cost  per  insured  person 
i6-99d.  against  i4'44d.  last  year  and  i6-7id.  for  the  area. 

Preston. — Statistics  placed  before  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
September  4  revealed  a  decrease  in  the  sickness  rate  during  the  April  to 
June  period  of  5,138  in  the  Committee's  area  and  121,987  in  other 
Lancashire  boroughs. 

Southport. — By  six  votes  to  five,  the  Insurance  Committee  has 
rejected  a  proposal  that  meetings  should  be  held  quarterly  instead  of 
monthly.  The  chairman  promised  that  the  hours  at  which  meetings 
were  held  would  be  considered. 

South-west  Lancashire  and  Cheshire. — The  number  of  units  of 
insulin  issued  in  Cheshire  during  1939  was  2,653,400,  at  a  total  cost  of 
;^i,i40  for  336  patients.  For  the  whole  area,  19,934  prescriptions  for 
insulin  were  issued,  representing  7,832,000  units,  at  a  cost  of  £3,015  for 
1,015  patients.  During  the  year  1,323,033  prescriptions  were  issued  in 
Cheshire  at  a  cost  of  £^i,2og,  and  the  average  total  cost  per  insured 
person  was  44'8id.  The  number  of  insured  persons  in  the  Committee's 
area  on  July  i  was  318,102,  of  whom  202,211  were  men.  This  represents 
a  decrease  of  516  men,  and  an  increase  of  5,196  women,  compared  with 
the  previous  twelve  months. 

Stirling. — A  chemist's  dispute  with  the  Burgh  Insurance  Com- 
mittee over  the  question  of  dispensing  proprietaries  (see  C.  6-  D., 
July  13,  p.  18;  July  20,  p.  38;  July  27,  p.  50;  and  August  3,  p.  64) 
was  again  considered  by  the  Committee  at  a  meeting  on  September  27, 
when  a  settlement  was  reached.  The  chemist's  account  was  originally 
disallowed  because,  although  the  doctor  in  the  case  had  prescribed  a 
jsroprietary  medicine,  the  Committee  have  a  rule  that  proprietaries  are 
only  to  be  dispensed  when  there  are  no  B.P.  or  B.P.C.  equivalents. 
The  chemist  held,  however,  that  he  was  bound  to  dispense  what  had 
been  prescribed  by  the  doctor.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
September  28  the  Chairman  explained  that  there  had  been  a  voluminous 
correspondence  between  the  Clerk,  the  chemist,  a  firm  of  solicitors  in 
London,  and  the  manufacturers  of  the  proprietary.  The  Committee,  he 
said,  had  always  been  against  allowing  doctors  to  prescribe  proprietary 
medicines  where  there  were  other  substitutes  to  be  got,  and  they  had 
now  got  to  decide  finally  whether  they  were  going  to  allow  this  account 
to  go  forward  for  payment  or  whether  they  were  going  to  say  that  it 
had  not  to  be  paid.  The  convener  of  the  Panel  Committee  said  she 
understood  there  was  a  difference  of  only  ijd.  or  2d.  so  far  as  the  cost 
of  the  prescription  was  concerned.  The  trouble  seemed  to  be  that  the 
chemist  had  not  co-operated  well  with  the  doctor  in  question ;  the 
difficulty  might  all  have  been  avoided  if  there  had  been  a  little  more 
co-operation  between  the  two.  Actually  it  was  the  doctor's  mistake  in 
the  iseginning,  and  it  did  not  seem  right  to  her  that  the  chemist  should 
be  the  one  to  suffer  for  the  mistake.  A  doctor  asked  what  the  proprietary 
was,  and  it  was  stated  to  be  liq.  carb.  deterg.  The  Chairman  :  The  chem- 
ist is  holding  that  when  he  gets  a  prescription  he  must  carry  it  through. 
Dr.  Cairns :  But  the  chemist  is  under  contract  to  this  Committee,  and 
this  Committee  has  said  that  no  proprietary  is  allowed  unless  it  is  one 
for  which  there  is  no  B.P.  or  B.P.C.  equivalent.  In  that  respect  the 
chemist  has  broken  his  contract  with  this  Committee.  Dr.  Cowie 
suggested  that  the  Committee  should  pass  the  account  for  payment 
without  prejudice  to  the  principle  of  disallowing  proprietaries  unless 
there  were  no  equivalents.  As  there  was  only  a  matter  of  coppers  in  it, 
he  thought  the  account  should  be  passed  in  this  instance  in  order  to 
get  the  matter  settled.  The  Committee  adopted  Dr.  Cowie's  suggestion, 
but  they  also  agreed  to  send  another  reminder  to  both  doctors  and 
chemists  regarding  the  rule  about  proprietaries.

For  a  period  of  fifty  years 
he  had  acted  as  secretary  of  Armagh  County  Infirmary.  He  was  a  keen 
supporter  of  Armagh  and  Tynan  Hunt,  having  first  entered  a  horse  in 
the  races  about  fifty  years  ago.  In  1925,  when  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  was  set  up,  the  late  Mr.  McBride  was 
nominated  by  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  as  one  of  the  pharmacists' 
representatives  and  he  was  re-elected  at  each  successive  election.  He 
was  vice-president  of  the  Society  in  1926,  and  in  1927  he  filled  the  office 
of  president.  Until  his  retirement  some  five  years  ago  he  was  one  of  the 
most  regular  attendants  at  the  Council  meetings.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  one  son,  who  was  associated  with  him  in  business,  and  two 
daughters.

SURGICAL 

DRESSINGS  & 
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Merchandise  and  Finance 

One  effect  the  war  is  having  is  to  cause  traders  to  think  more  in  terms 
of  goods  and  less  in  terms  of  monetary  value.  This  is  natural,  particu- 
larly when  from  day  to  day  stocks  are  under  threat  of  loss  or  damage 
from  the  air,  but  it  is  opposed  to  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  think  only  in  terms  of  finance. 

Naturally  enough,  when  the  Government  introduced  its  scheme  of 
compulsory  war-risks  insurance  it  was  concerned  that  traders  should 
themselves  make  provision  that  they  did  not  become  a  liability  to  the 
public  at  large.  Thus  a  chemist  whose  stock  is  wrecked  puts  through 
his  claim  under  the  war-risks  insurance  scheme  and  draws  an  appro- 
priate sum  of  money.  To  the  Government  the  position  is  then  the 
same  as  before,  but  the  case  presents  itself  very  differently  to  the 
chemist  concerned,  who  has  to  convert  his  cash  into  goods,  overcoming 
transport  difficulties,  suffering  inevitable  delays,  and  perhaps  finding 
himself  totally  unable  to  replace  certain  items  of  stock  because  the 
wholesaler  has  had  his  business  drastically  curtailed  by  the  Limitation 
of  Supphes  Order.  In  passing,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  limitation 
of  wholesalers'  business  is  greater  than  at  first  appears.  For  it  has  been 
pointed  out  that  the  restriction  is  to  two-thirds  of  the  monetary  value  of 
supplies  today,  and  not  to  two-thirds  of  the  goods  handled  in  the  basic 
period,  which  was  itself  a  time  during  which  shortage  occurred  from 
causes  outside  the  wholesaler's  control. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  these  columns,  the  essence  of  a  number 
of  schemes  for  mutual  help  promoted  by  chemists  locally  in  many 
areas  is  that  the  promoters  have  realised  the  importance  of  restoring 
lost  or  damaged  stocks  with  the  utmost  rapidity,  so  that  the  affected 
chemist  can  continue  or  rather  resume  trading  as  nearly  to  normal  as 
!  possible.  The  financial  side  is  secondary  to  the  practical.  Now  comes 
news  that  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  is  acting  as  intermediary 
between  chemists  in  coastal  areas  who  are  compelled  to  close  their 
businesses  and  likely  buyers  of  the  stock,  and  is  for  this  purpose  com- 
piling registers  of  chemists  with  stocks  to  sell  and  of  others  prepared 
to  buy.  The  advantage  to  the  seller  is  obvious.  To  the  buyer  the 
advantage  is  at  present  the  certainty  of  receiving  delivery  of  the  goods 
ordered  and  in  the  future  the  avoidance  of  difficulties  in  connexion 
with  the  Purchase  Tax,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  the  goods  purchased. 
It  is  also  announced  that  the  N.P.U.  has  extended  to  six  months  the 
period  of  cover,  originally  three  months,  under  the  Union's  air-raid 
assistance  scheme. 

The  Board  of  Trade  is  issuing  licences  (see  p.  179)  that  will  authorise 
registered  persons  and  manufacturers  to  supply  additional  quantities 
of  controlled  goods  to  unregistered  persons  who  comply  with  the 
necessary  formalities.  This  official  action  will  be  welcomed  by  the  trade, 
as  it  will  certainly  achieve  its  object  of  simplifying  replacement  of  goods 
damaged  or  destroyed  by  enemy  action.  It  is  a  little  more  difficult  to 


understand  what  advantage  there  is  to  retailers  in  the  permission 
recently  given  to  wholesalers  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  place  certain 
goods  in  storage  at  retailers'  premises.  There  is  a  net  gain  to  the 
country  as  a  whole  because  small  concentrations  of  goods  in  shops 
are  less  liable  to  cause  serious  loss  than  large  ones  in  warehouses.  But 
it  has  to  be  made  clear  that  the  goods  are  sent  "for  storage  only." 
The  retailer  gains  no  interest  in  them  and  cannot  ordinarily  touch  them, 
even  though  they  may  include  goods  he  has  ordered  from  the  same 
wholesaler.  Nevertheless  we  are  convinced  that  ready  co-operation 
will  be  forthcoming  from  retailers  in  this  scheme,  for  they  will  have  the 
opportunity,  in  certain  circumstances,  of  appropriating  the  goods  to 
their  own  use,  when  they  will  be  considered  "supplied"  by  the  whole- 
saler. For  it  is  clear  that  retailers  have  today  a  healthy  appreciation 
of  the  paramount  importance  of  actual  goods  in  retail  trading.  What- 
ever the  price,  whatever  the  complications  created  by  imposts  such  as 
the  Purchase  Tax,  there  will  continue  to  be  customers  so  long  as 
there  are  goods. 

The  Limitation  ot  Supplies 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  for  avoiding 
any  further  diminution  of  supplies  of  goods  liable  to  the  Limitation 
of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940,  where  such  goods  have  been 
lost  on  account  of  enemy  action.  In  the  first  place,  registered  suppliers 
can,  of  course,  make  good  such  losses  of  stocks  either  by  additional 
production  or  by  purchase  from  another  registered  supplier.  There  is 
no  restriction  in  respect  of  supplies  passed  between  one  registered 
supplier  and  another.  Should  a  registered  supplier  lose  stocks  just  prior 
to  the  end  of  a  "supply  period"  and  in  consequence  be  unable  to 
complete  delivery  of  his  full  quota  within  that  period,  the  Board  of 
Trade  will  sympathetically  consider  granting  him  a  licence  to  allow  an 
equivalent  additional  quota  for  the  next  "supply  period." 

Where  a  retailer — an  unregistered  supplier — has  suffered  loss  of 
stocks  liable  to  the  Order,  he  may  serve  on  his  registered  suppliers 
notices  in  duplicate  notifying  them  of  the  losses,  specifying  in  detail 
the  class  and  quantity  that  require  to  be  replaced,  and  the  unregistered 
suppliers  may  deliver  such  goods  in  excess  of  their  normal  quota. 
Forms  of  declaration  may  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Trade.  Fanuni 
House,  Whitcomb  Street,  London,  W.C.2.  One  copy  of  the  retailer's  de- 
claration of  loss  has  to  be  forwarded  by  the  registered  suppliers  to  the 
department  at  the  time  they  make  their  returns.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that,  so  far  as  is  practicable  under  prevailing  conditions,  the 
Board  of  Trade  have  made  these  arrangements,  which  should  largely 
ensure  a  full  quota  of  goods  affected  by  the  Order  being  available  to 
the  public. 

Overseas  Trade  in  August 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  overseas  trade  returns  for  August  are 
a  further  rise  in  imports,  a  moderate  decline  in  exports  and  a  rather 
severe  fall  in  re-exports  by  contrast  with  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year.  Compared  with  July  of  this  year,  both  imports  and  exports 
were  higher  by  £8  millions  and  £1-4  millions  respectively,  while  re- 
exports declined  by  £0-4  million.  The  following  table  gives  the  figures 
relating  to  imports  and  exports  of  all  classes  of  merchandise  for  the 
month  of  August  in  1940,  1939,  1938,  together  with  the  totals  of  the 
first  eight  months  of  the  same  years : —

The  value  of  imports,  at  £95  millions,  was  £1^9  millions  more  than 
in  August  1939,  and  was  due  to  larger  imports  of  raw  materials  and  of 
articles  wholly  or  mainly  manufactured.  The  rise  of  £8  millions  com- 
pared with  July  of  this  year  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  an  increase  of 
^5-1  millions  in  imports  of  food,  drink  and  tobacco,  which  were  rela- 
tively low  in  the  preceding  month.  Raw  materials  and  articles  mainly 
unmanufactured  rose  by  £0-7  million,  and  manufactured  articles  by 
£2-4  millions. 

Imports  of  chemicals  and  allied  products  during  the  month  under 
review  totalled  £i-6  millions,  a  figure  only  slightly  in  excess  of  that 
recorded  for  the  corresponding  month  of  the  previous  year. 

After  the  sharp  fall  in  exports  of  United  Kingdom  goods  recorded 
last  month,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  figure  has  once  more  taken 
an  upward  trend,  although,  at  £^2-5  millions,  this  side  of  the  accounts 
makes  a  rather  indifferent  showing.    The  figure  for  August  is  £1-4 
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millions  more  than  that  for  July,  but  is  ^4-5  millions  less  than  that  for 
August  1939.   It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  over  three-quarters 
j     of  the  decrease  of  £4-5  millions  compared  with  August  1939  was  in 
I     respect  of  food  and  raw  materials,  and  that  under  £\  million  was  in 
I     respect  of  manufactured  articles.    Exports  to  some  comparable  areas 
were  actually  greater  last  month  than  a  year  ago.   Compared  with 
July  of  this  year,  exports  of  raw  materials  declined  by  ^£0-8  million, 
while  exports  of  manufactured  goods  rose  by  over  ^2  millions.  In  spite 
k     of  the  loss  of  certain  markets,  ten  of  the  twenty-one  groups  of  manu- 
1     factured  articles  showed  increases  compared  with  last  year,  while 
I     several  of  the  groups  showed  only  small  decreases.  Exports  of  chemicals 
Ji     and  allied  products,  at  £2-2  millions,  continued  to  show  the  steady 
rise  recorded  throughout  the  year  and  compared  favourably  with 
millions  in  August  1939  and         millions  in  August  1938. 

The  value  of  re-exports,  at        millions,  was  {fi-d,  million  less  than  the 
1     figure  recorded  for  July,  and  £y\  millions  less  than  the  corresponding 
month  of  the  previous  year.  Re-exports  of  chemicals  and  allied  products 
showed  a  decrease  of  ;£i8,938  compared  with  August  1939. 

The  adverse  balances  of  trade  were,  in  August,  /6i-i  millions, 
compared  with  ;^39-5  millions  in  August  1939,  and  for  the  first  eight 


months  of  this  year  ;^457-7  millions,  compared  with  l2<^()  millions  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1939,  a  difference  of  £202  millions.  For  the 
first  year  of  war,  the  excess  of  imports  over  exports  was  ido},  millions. 

The  Purchase  Tax 

The  period  allowed  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  to  register  under 
this  new  Tax  has  closed,  but  up  to  the  time  of  writing  there  has  been 
no  notification  of  the  date  it  is  to  be  put  into  operation.  At  the  time 
the  Finance  (No.  2)  Bill  was  before  Parliament,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  indicated  that  it  was  his  intention  to  enforce  the  tax  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible.  He  realised,  however,  that  it  would  ty.ke 
some  time  to  set  up  the  necessary  machinery  in  the  Customs  and  Excise 
department.  A  possible  date  for  the  commencement  of  the  duty,  it  is 
suggested,  is  October  20.  A  point  which  may  have  some  bearing  on  the 
subject,  however,  is  that  the  first  collection  of  the  Tax  from  registered 
suppliers  will  be  made  on  December  31  next,  and  in  consequence  it 
may  be  decided  to  impose  the  duty  on  the  first  day  of  a  month — 
possibly  November.  It  is  anticipated  that,  with  the  object  of  avoiding 
an  undue  rush  of  business,  wholesale  and  retail,  very  few  days'  notice 
of  the  imposition  of  the  Tax  will  be  given  in  the  Treasury  Order. 


RECOMMENDED  DRUG  ECONOMIES 


The  Therapeutic  Requirements  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  has  recently  considered  what  drugs  imported  from  abroad  can 
be  regarded  as  non-essential  in  war-time,  so  that  economies  in  pre- 
scribing can  be  effected,  with  resultant  saving  in  cargo  space.  As  a 
result  of  their  survey,  three  lists  have  been  prepared,  as  follows :  Drugs 
which  are  readily  available  at  present  or  which  are  regarded  as  essential ; 
drugs  which  are  essential  for  certain  purposes  but  the  use  of  which 
should  be  restricted ;  drugs  which  are  not  essential  and  do  not  justify 
importation  or  manufacture  in  war-time.  Where  drugs  have  been 
marked  non-essential  or  restriction  has  been  advised,  substitutes 
procurable  in  this  country  have  been  indicated. 

Drugs  in  the  use  of  which  restriction  is  suggested  include  acetone 
(already  under  Government  control);  boric  acid  ("wasted  in  boric 
lint");  citric  acid  (manufacture  already  under  Government  control); 
adeps  benz.  and  adeps  lanae  (both  under  Government  control  already)  ; 
agar  (should  be  reserved  for  bacteriological  media ;  production  within 
the  Empire  should  be  encouraged ;  ispaghula  suggested  as  substitute)  ; 
alcohol  ("many  tinctures  can  be  replaced  by  concentrated  prepara- 
tions"); amylum  (already  under  Government  control)  ;  aurantii  cortex 
(production  within  the  Empire  should  be  encouraged ;  limited  supplies 
available  from  the  Empire  at  present)  ;  bismuth  salts  (substitutes, 
aluminium  hydroxide,  magnesium  hydroxide,  kaolin,  and  chalk)  ;  borax  ; 
caffeine  (omit  from  compound  tablets  such  as  tab.  aspirin  co.) ;  caffeine 
and  sodii  benzoat.  (nikethamide  (coramine),  leptazol  (cardiazol)  and 
amphetamine  (benzedrine)  are  partial  substitutes) ;  capsicum  (restrict 
use  of  capsicum  to  manufacture  of  capsicum  wool ;  substitute  sinapis ;

Barbituric  acid  derivatives. — A  series  of  primary  and  secondary 
alkyl-substituted  barbituric  acid  and  thio-barbituric  acid  derivatives 
were  studied  by  Lee  and  Swanson  ("Journal  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association,"  XXIX, 8. 340)  for  their  hasmolytic  action  on 
the  sheep's  blood.  It  was  found  that  the  hjemolytic  time  decreases  as 
the  number  of  carbon  atoms  increases  in  the  substituted  alkyl  radical. 
There  is  obviously,  the  authors  state,  a  relationship  between  the  haemo- 
lytic  action  and  chemical  structure  of  certain  barbituric  derivatives. 
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Sterilising  Surgical  Gloves. — The  relative  efficiencies  of  the  so- 
called  wet  and  dry  methods  of  sterihsing  surgical  rubber  gloves  have 
been  investigated  by  R.  J.  Willan,  Professor  of  Surgery,  Durham 
University  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  4160,  p.  426).  In  the  "wet" 
sterilisation  six  pairs  of  gloves  were  boiled  in  an  open  steriliser  for  thirty 
minutes  on  six  separate  occasions.  Each  glove  was  afterwards  tested 
by  pulling  and  stretching,  but,  except  for  some  increase  in  their  size, 
all  were  normal.  The  "dry"  sterilisation  was  carried  out  in  an  auto- 
clave. Tests  were  made  during  each  experiment  to  show  that  the 
temperature  reached  240°  F.  The  gloves  were  placed  singly  in  a  calico 
container  and  each  glove,  after  sterilisation,  was  inflated,  pulled  and 
stretched  in  different  directions.  Varying  pressures  and  times  of 
sterilisation  were  applied  and  the  results  obtained  were  as  follows : 
40  lb.  pressure  for  fifteen  minutes  ;  25  lb.  pressure  for  ten  minutes.  The 
gloves  in  both  tests  were  found  to  be  thin  and  to  have  lost  their  nature  ; 
they  tore  readily  when  manipulated.  20  lb.  pressure  for  twenty  minutes. 
Under  this  pressure  the  gloves  were  found  to  stand  up  a  little  better, 
though  they  still  tore  when  pulled  and  stretched.  15  lb.  pressure  for 
twenty  minutes.  Six  pairs  of  gloves  were  sterilised  at  this  pressure. 
When  put  through  the  same  test  of  pulling  and  stretching  they  appeared 
to  be  fairly  normal,  though  there  was  a  strong  smell  of  sulphur,  proving 
that  even  at  this  pressure  some  change  takes  place  in  the  glove.  10  lb. 
pressure  for  thirty  minutes.  Six  pairs  of  gloves  were  tested  at  this  pres- 
sure. There  was  no  smell,  and  the  gloves  stood  up  to  any  amount  of 
stretching  and  pulling.  The  author  admits  to  an  initial  prejudice 
against  the  dry  method  but  concludes  that  surgical  rubber  gloves  can 
be  efficiently  sterilised  in  an  autoclave  at  10  lb.  pressure  for  thirty 
minutes  and  still  retain  vitality.  Higher  pressure  than  this  causes  the 
rubber  to  perish.  He  records  his  thanks  to  Mr.  D.  Foggan  (super- 
intendent pharmacist  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne),  for  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the  tests. 

Potassium  Bismuthyl  Saccharate. — Sondern,  Pugh,  Kalich,  Lann 
and  Wiegand  ("Journal  of  the  American  I^harmaceutical  Association," 
XXIX. 8. 346)  study  the  absorption,  distribution,  excretion  and  toxicity 
of  a  preparation  containing  a  water-soluble  potassium  bismuthyl 
saccharate.  These  effects  in  rabbits  were  determined  after  a  single 
intragluteal  injection  of  doses  equivalent  to  5  mgm.  and  3  mgm.  of 
bismuth  per  kilo  of  body  weight  into  two  groups  of  six  animals  each. 
The  doses  were  as  small  as  the  precision  of  the  analytical  method  would 
permit  for  subsequent  determination  of  the  distribution  of  the  bismuth 
in  the  various  organs.  One,  three  and  five  days  after  the  injection,  two 
animals  in  each  group  were  sacrificed  by  exsanguination  and  the  organs 
immediately  removed  for  assay.  The  excretion  was  determined  by 
collecting  the  urine  and  faces  separately  after  each  twenty-four  hour 
interval.  Quantitative  determinations  of  the  bismuth  content  of  the 
biological  material  were  made  by  the  iodide  method  for  amounts  of 
the  metal  in  excess  of  fifty  micrograms,  and  by  the  dithizone  method 
for  smaller  concentrations.  It  was  found  that,  with  a  single  dose  of 
5  mgm.  bismuth  per  kilo,  15-24  per  cent,  of  the  injected  bismuth  is 
excreted  within  five  days.  With  the  smaller  dose  of  3  mgm.  per  kilo 
19-27  per  cent,  of  the  injected  bismuth  is  excreted  in  the  same  period 
of  time.  Absorption  from  the  site  of  injection  appeared  to  be  gradual 
but  somewhat  variable  within  individual  animals.  With  the  larger 
dosage,  26  per  cent,  was  absorbed  on  the  first  day,  and  60  per  cent, 
within  three  to  five  days.  On  the  smaller  dosage,  63  per  cent,  was 
absorbed  the  first  day  and  70  per  cent,  within  five  days.  The  absorption 
of  the  potassium  bismuthyl  saccharate  is  somewhat  slower  than  the  gen- 
erally reported  absorption  of  other  water-soluble  bismuth  preparations. 
The  intravenous  and  intramuscular  toxicities  of  the  potassium  bismuthyl 
saccharate  were  found  to  be  comparable  with  those  reported  for  the 
tartrate.  The  conclusion  is  that  intramuscular  injections  of  potassium 
bismuthyl  saccharate  are  gradually  absorbed  and  excreted.  Bismuth 
is  present  in  all  the  organs  and  tissue  fluids  within  twenty-four  hours, 
resulting  in  fairly  uniform  blood  bismuth  levels  for  five  days. 

Phenol  Ointments. — Phenol  ointment  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
criticism  in  this  country.  In  the  United  States,  an  investigation  has 
recently  been  made  by  Burnside  and  Kuever  ("  Journal  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,"  XXIX. 8. 373).  These  writers  point  out 
that  phenol  ointment  has  been  official  in  the  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia since  1873,  at  which  time  it  first  appeared  under  the  title  oint- 
ment of  carbolic  acid.  That  ointment  contained  12-5  per  cent,  of  phenol. 
In  six  revisions  of  the  U.S. P.,  the  formula  for  the  official  ointment  was 
altered  as  many  times,  and  its  phenol  content  has  been  gradually  re- 
duced until  at  present  it  contains  i-8  to  2-2  per  cent.  The  title  was 
changed  from  ointment  of  carbolic  acid  to  ointment  of  phenol  in  the 
eighth  revision  and  in  the  eleventh  revision  it  first  took  the  name  phenol 
ointment.  The  base  has  been  changed  at  various  times.  When  tested 
for  bactericidal  potency,  say  the  authors,  the  results  obtained  from  the 
ointment  are  usually  unsatisfactory.  In  1881  Koch  advanced  the  theory 
that  when  phenol  is  dissolved  in  oil  or  alcohol  it  shows  no  antiseptic 
properties.  This  statement  has  been  subsequently  upheld  by  many 
workers.  Later  work  has  suggested  the  use  of  water-miscible  vanishing 


cream  bases  for  bactericidal  substances.  Clark  found  phenol  to  be  non- 
antiseptic  in  oily  bases  but  suggested  the  use  of  sodium  lauryl  sulphate 
as  an  emulsifying  agent  in  the  preparation  of  phenol  ointments.  He 
observed  evidence  of  increased  bactericidal  action  with  a  base  of  soft 
paraffin  containing  2-5  per  cent,  glycerin,  2-5  per  cent,  water  and  2 
per  cent,  of  sodium  lauryl  sulphate,  when  he  prepared  ointments  of 
thymol  and  chlorthymol.  Numerous  writers  have  suggested  variously 
the  use  of  cholesterol  and  its  derivatives,  various  alcohols,  hydrogenated 
castor  and  peanut  oils,  triethanolamine.  The  purpose  of  the  present 
study  was  to  prepare  a  phenol  ointment  with  bactericidal  potency,  and 
for  this  purpose  emulsion  types  of  ointment  bases  were  created.  Oint- 
ments were  made  with  phenols  and  phenolic  derivatives,  including 
phenol,  thymol,  chlorthymol,  resorcinol,  hexylresorcinol,  chlorcarvacrol, 
trinitrophenol,  o-hydroxy  diphenyl,  jH-hydro.xy  diphenyl,  ^-hydroxy 
diphenyl,  3-chlor-4-hydroxy  diphenyl  and  betanaphthol.  A  study  was 
first  made  of  the  antiseptic  properties  of  these  phenols  in  U.  S.  P.  phenol 
ointment  base.  The  same  phenols  were  prepared  in  the  proposed  emul- 
sion ointment  base  and  their  bactericidal  potency  determined.  The 
results  showed  that  p-hydro.xy  diphenyl.  resorcinol  and  trinitrophenol 
show  no  antiseptic  potency  in  the  U.  S.  P.  phenol  ointment  base,  but 
that  the  twelve  phenols  and  phenolic  derivatives  all  show  substantial 
antiseptic  potency  in  the  proposed  emulsion  ointment  base.  Waxes 
in  ointments  bases  are  deleterious,  by  reducing  the  bactercidal  potency 
of  the  ointment. 

Veterinary  Uses  of  Phenothiazine. — In  recent  months  extensive 
trials  in  controlling  parasitic  infestation  in  domestic  animals  have 
been  carried  out  with  phenothiazine  (.see  C.  D.,  March  9,  p.  189). 
An  account  of  the  observations  of  Taylor  and  Sanderson  (Veterinary 
Laboratory,  Ministry  of  Agriculture)  is  recorded  in  the  "Veterinary 
Record"  (September  7,  p.  635).  Phenothiazine  is  described  as  a  fine, 
smooth,  practically  tasteless  powder  having  a  pale,  lemon  yellow 
colour.  When  allowed  to  crystallise  from  solutions  of  alcohol,  benzene, 
xylol,  or  toluol,  it  forms  flat  leaf  crystals  soapy  to  the  touch.  Pheno- 
thiazine melts  sharply  at  180°  C,  and  is  soluble  in  fat  solvents  but 
practically  insoluble  in  water.  It  has  a  molecular 
weight  of  199-14,  and  its  structural  formula  is  shown  H 
in  the  accompanying  diagram.

The  general  advantages  of  this  new  anthelmintic  /\/\ 
may   be  listed   as   being;    (i)    High   efficiency   for  III 
certain  parasites ;    (2)  remarkable  lack  of  toxicity ;    |       !       |  I 
(3)  lack  of  taste;  (4)  cheapness;  (5)  that  no  previous 
preparation  and    (6)   no   subsequent   purgation   are  S 
required.      Against    these    advantages    two  disad- 
vantages only  can  be  set ;  Its  bulky  nature,  and  the  appearance  of  the 
red  dye  thionol  in  the  urine  for  some  three  days  after  its  administration. 

Phenothiazine  is  shown  by  the  tests  on  some  150  horses,  reported  in  the 
symposium  of  Taylor  and  Sanderson,  to  be  remarkably  efficient  against 
the  strongyloid  parasites  in  the  large  bowel,  a  dose  of  30  to  40  gm. 
having  proved  to  have  an  absolute  efficiency  of  100  per  cent,  against 
adult  worms.  The  ease  of  administration  and  safety  of  the  drug  are  such 
that  the  eradication  of  red-worms  from  well-managed  studs  now  appears 
to  be  a  possibility.  Phenothiazine  is  also  remarkably  efficient  against 
the  stomach  worms  associated  with  parasitic  gastritis  in  ruminants,  as 
demonstrated  by  observations  involving  some  300  to  400  sheep, 
seventy  to  eighty  goats  and  a  dozen  cattle.  In  the  small  intestine  of 
these  animals  it  is  less  efficient,  but  removes  about  80  per  cent,  of  the 
trichostrongyloid  parasites  there,  with  the  exception  of  N ematodirus , 
on  which  it  exerts  little  action.  As  a  dose,  10  gm.  appears  to  be  adequate 
in  sheep  or  goats,  though  doses  of  20  to  30  gm.  are  more  likely  to 
produce  the  maximum  effect.  Cattle  respond  well,  but  are  much  less 
tolerant  than  sheep  or  horses  to  the  drug.  Experiments  on  pigs  and 
dogs  have  been  few,  but  it  is  clear  that,  though  the  drug  acts  well  on 
ascarids  in  the  horse,  it  has  an  uncertain  action  against  these  parasites 
in  the  pig  and  none  in  the  dog.  The  anthelmintic  effect  noted  on  sheep 
that  have  been  more  or  less  heavily  infested  with  stomach  worms  has 
been  extraordinarily  good  and,  where  comparisons  have  been  made, 
has  generally  been  superior  to  that  of  copper  and  nicotine  sulphates. 
The  tolerance  of  sheep  and  goats  is  high,  400  gm.  causing  no  ill  effect ; 
horses  withstand  up  to  seventeen  times  the  anthelmintic  dose.  Some 
evidence  of  idiosyncrasy  has  been  observed  in  a  group  of  goats  that 
showed  some  sensitivity  to  the  drug  on  one  occasion  and  on  a  later 
occasion  proved  to  be  resistant  to  toxic  action.  It  has  been  found  that 
repeated  small  doses  of  the  drug  are  considerably  more  toxic  than 
occasional  larger  doses,  the  minimum  single  toxic  dose  being  about 
forty  times  as  great  as  the  minimum  toxic  dose  when  repeated  daily. 
There  seems  little  doubt  that  phenothiazine  will  come  into  general 
use  for  the  control  of  parasitic  gastritis  in  sheep,  for  which  it  has  con- 
siderable advantages  over  any  other  known  anthelmintic  ;  and  it  is 
felt  that  further  trials  will  establish  its  usefulness  for  the  same  disease 
in  cattle  whose  parasitic  gastritis  is  still  without  a  satisfactory  treat- 
ment. Its  greatest  use  may,  however,  prove  to  be  in  the  treatment  of 
strongylosis  in  equines,  on  which  it  exerts  a  100  per  cent,  efficiency.

A  steady  demand  has  been  met  with  on  the  London  market 
for  Agar,  which  is  quoted  unchanged  on  the  week.  Conditions  in  the  Aloes 
market  continue  firm,  and  there  has  been  some  spot  call  for  Curasao  at  full 
prices.  Balsam  of  Tolu  is  scarce,  and  quotations  are  nominal.  Quotations 
for  Japanese  Camphor  show  no  change  from  the  prices  recorded  last  week. 
Cascara  sagr.ada  is  steady,  with  business  on  a  fair  scale.  Desiccated 
coconut  continues  firm,  but  spot  values  are  unchanged.  Business  in  Sudan 
Gum  acacia  has  been  on  the  slow  side,  and  spot  quotations  are  slightly  easier.

Dealers 
report  a  slightly  better  demand  for  Wa.xes,  Carnauba  being  quoted  dearer. 

Essential  Oils 

Trade  in  these  products  has  been  on  a  modest  scale — restricted,  in  a  number 
of  instances,  by  the  limited  quantities  of  oils  available  in  London.  Inquiry 
for  Anise  (star)  continues  fair,  and  the  price  is  firm.  Avocado  pear  is  in 
quiet  demand  with  the  price  fully  steady.  Bois  de  rose  is  firm,  with  supplies 
limited.  Spot  business  in  Cassia  continues  of  modest  dimensions.  Prices  for 
Clove  are  firm.  Little  business  is  reported  in  Eucalyptus,  but  values  are 
well  maintained.  Bourbon  and  Algerian  Geranium  are  quoted  slightly  dearer. 
Lemongrass  continues  in  quiet  demand  at  unchanged  prices.  The  Ministry  of 
Food  announces  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  Linseed  by  £2  los.  to  £41  los.

POINTS  FROM  LETTERS 

Scottish  N.H.I.  Terms 
The  rank  and  file  of  Scottish  chemists  have  read  with  amazement 
and  j  ustifiable resentment  the  statement  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee,  Scotland  (C.  &-  D..  September  22,  p.  166), — Letdown  (28/9). 

Scottish  panel  chemists  are  again  doomed  to  carry  on  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing  on  the  old  unremunerative  scale.  The 
Standing  Committee  forget  that  "Facts  are  chiels  that  winna  ding." 
The  facts  in  the  present  case  appear  to  be :  (i)  The  agreement  of 
September,  1939,  was  not  endorsed  by  the  general  body  of  panel 
chemists,  as  correspondence  in  your  paper  at  that  time  shows ;  (2)  the 
overhead  expenses  of  business  today  are  definitely  not  less  than  what 
they  were  when  Professor  Annan  conducted  his  investigation  and  had 
a  first-class  case  for  increasing  fees  to  j^d. ;  (3)  in  England,  1,000 
panel  patients  receive  5,000,  in  Scotland  1,750  prescriptions.  Your 
report  on  the  discontinuance  of  N.H.I,  triplicate  forms  does  not  state 
whether  there  were  any  dissentient  voices  heard  on  this  matter  at 
the  meeting  in  question. — N.H.I,  (i/io). 

Military  Pharmacy 
It  may  be  remarked  that  in  the  time  of  war  various  persons  are 
appointed  to  work  with  the  forces  for  special  purposes,  and  these  people 
are  given  commissions  to  enable  them  to  operate  without  being  in 
subordinate  rank,  yet  their  duties  are  not  all  of  the  same  primary 
importance  as  those  of  the  pharmacist.  Although  of  necessity  the  work 
of  the  pharmacist  follows  on  after  that  of  the  doctor,  yet  the  one  would 
not  be  complete  without  the  other,  and  the  knowledge  of  the  pharmacist 
is  quite  as  specialised  in  its  own  sphere  as  that  of  the  medical  man.  In 
fact  the  time  taken  to  complete  the  course  of  training  is  practically  the 
same  in  both  cases.  In  some  countries,  where  compulsory  military  service 
is  part  of  the  established  system,  pharmacists  are  enrolled  with  com- 
missioned rank  in  a  regular  pharmaceutical  corps,  and  on  the  outbreak 
of  war  are  called  up  and  go  to  their  allotted  posts  automatically.  Is 
there  any  reason  why  a  similar  corps  should  not  form  a  recognised  part 
of  our  Army  medical  service,  some  of  the  pharmacists  to  provide  the 
Regular  service,  and  the  remainder  to  be  organised  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  Territorials,  ready  to  be  called  on  in  an  emergency?  The  chiei 
difficulty  here  seems  to  be  that  the  medical  profession  appears  to  have 
no  desire  to  consider  the  trained  pharmacist  as  a  necessary  adjunct 
to  a  complete  medical  service. — Miles  (30/9).

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GOODS  CHARGEABLE  WITH  PURCHASE  TAX 


The  following  classes  of  goods  of  interest  to  the  pharmaceutical  chemical, 
drug  and  allied  trades  and  industries  are  specified  as  chargeable  with  Purchase 
Tax  in  Notice  No.  78,  issued  by  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise.  Some  indication 
has  been  given  under  each  heading  of  certain  of  the  articles  which  are 
deemed  to  be  covered  by  that  heading.  These  lists  are  given  for  the  explana- 
tion of.  certain  cases  where  doubt  may  arise ;  they  are  not  exhaustive,  and 
there  are  many  goods  not  mentioned  which  are  clearly  covered  by  the  headings 
and  are  chargeable  with  tax  accordingly.  Registered  persons  will  be  account- 
able for  tax  in  respect  of  their  deliveries  of  such  goods  to  unregistered  persons 
and  of  other  chargeable  transactions  made  on  or  after  the  date  on  which  the 
tax  is  brought  into  operation,  as  explained  in  paragraph  22  of  Notice  No.  74. 
The  percentage  rates  of  tax  shown  in  the  headings  relate  to  the  wholesale 
value  of  the  goods,  as  explained  in  Notice  No.  74. 

Separate  parts  of  taxable  articles  are  not  generally  taxable  unless  they  are 
themselves  covered  by  one  of  the  headings,  thus  parts  of  motor  cars,  such  as 
sparking  plugs,  are  not  chargeable  as  such  but  certain  tyres  are  included  in 
Class  23  and  electric  lamps  in  Class  7 ;  in  the  case  of  certain  headings,  e.g. 
Class  14,  parts  of  articles  may  be  taxable  by  reason  of  the  particular  wording 
of  the  heading:  thus,  football  bladders  and  tennis  racket  gut  are  taxable  as 
sports  requisites.  Persons  assembling  parts  into  taxable  articles  are,  however, 
liable  to  registration  as  manufacturers,  and  will  be  accountable  for  the  tax 
on  the  finished  articles,  subject  to  the  general  provisions  set  out  in  Notice 
No.  74. 

Surgical  Goods.— vThe  tax  does  not  apply  to  surgical  boots  and  surgical 
corsets  made  to  the  prescription  of  a  qualified  medical  practitioner  by  reference 
to  the  needs  of  a  particular  patient,  nor  to  surgical  elastic  stockings. 

Pottery,  etc. — Bottles  and  jars  used  solely  as  commercial  containers,  not 
being  ornamental  articles  or  articles  for  subsequent  domestic  use. 

Glassware,  etc. — [a]  (i)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33I-  per  cent.  Glassivare  of 
a  kind  used  for  domestic  purposes,  except  as  specified  in  (ii)  below. 

(ii)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  i6|  per  cent.  Glassware  of  a  kind  used  in  the 
preparation  or  serving  of  food  or  drink,  not  being  cut  glass.  Composite,  articles 
substantially  of  glassware  are  chargeable  as  a  whole.  As  regards  articles  of 
mounted  glassware  see  under  Class  15. 

The  follovving  are  examples  of  articles,  whether  of  cut  glass  or  not,  which 
are  chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33^-  per  cent. :  Vases  and  bowls  with  or  without 
bases,  holders  and  blocks,  candlesticks,  ash  trays,  book  ends,  menu  holders, 
goldfish  bowls,  POWDER  BOWLS  and  toilet  articles,  glass  trays,  trinket  sets, 
bathroom  sets.  N.B. — Cut  glass  articles  used  for  domestic  purposes  are 
chargeable  at  the  full  rate. 

The  following  goods  are  not  chargeable  with  tax :  Plain  sheet  glass  or  plate 
glass  (but  see  (b)  below),  plain  bottles,  jars,  carboys,  syphons,  vials,  ampoules, 
and  other  ordinary  commercial  containers,  not  being  ornamental  articles  or 
articles  for  subsequent  domestic  use.  Hurricane  lamp  glasses. 

(b)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  ^^ff  per  cent.  Glass  articles,  the  following :  mirrors 
[whether  framed  or  not),  shelves,  finger  plates,  table  tops  and  advertisement  tablets 
(whether  backed  with  other  materials  or  not). 

Examples  of  articles  chargeable  are :  Hand  mirrors,  illuminated  and  other 
■  shaving  mirrors,  extending  and  other  wall  mirrors,  mirrors  on  stands.  Mirrors 
identifiable  as  parts  of  or  accessories  to  tools,  machines  or  scientific  instruments 
are  not  chargeable. 

(c)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33J-  per  cent.  Vacuum  flasks  and  vacuum  jars  of 
a  kind  used  for  domestic  purposes.  The  domestic  type  of  preserving  jar  referred 
to  as  a  "vacuum  jar"  is  not  chargeable  under  (c),  but  at  the  rate  of  i6|  per 
cent,  under  [a)  (ii)  above. 

Note. — This  class  5  covers  generally  the  same  glass  and  glassware  as  Class  8 
of  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940,  except  that  glass 
tumblers  are  included. 

Lighting  Fittings,  etc. —  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33-J-  per  cent. 
Portable  lamps  and  hand  torches.  Hair  waving  and  hair  drying  machines.  This 
covers  such  machines  whether  for  household  or  hairdressers'  use. 

Cutlery. —  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33-J-  per  cent.  Cutlery  suitable  for  domestic 
or  personal  use,  and  spoons,  forks  and  similar  articles  suitable  for  domestic  use. 

Examples  of  articles  chargeable  are :  Spatulas.  Razors  (including  electric  . 
and  safety  razors),  razor  blades,  scissors  of  the  domestic  types,  nail  clippers 
and  other  cutlery  of  a  kind  for  personal  or  domestic  use.   Pocket  knives, 
sheath  knives  and  the  like. 

The  following  articles  are  not  chargeable :  Specialised  surgical  knives  and  ■ 
scissors,  horse  scissors  and  shears,  garden  shears  and  scythes,  secateurs,  sheep 
shearers,  tailors'  scissors,  hair  clippers  of  all  kinds  and  other  kinds  of  cutlery 
for  tools.  Knives  for  use  in  machines. 

Note. — This  heading  differs  from  that  appearing  in  Class  9  of  the  Limitation 
of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940,  in  that  only  cutlery,  etc.,  for  domestic 
or  personal  use  is  included. 

Cameras,  etc. — (a)  (i)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33-J  per  cent.  Photographic 
cameras,  except  as  specified  in  (ii)  below. 

(ii)  Not  chargeable.  Cinematograph  cameras  for  film  of  standard  width,  and 
x-ray  and  other  cameras  suitable  only  for  industrial,  scientific  or  military  use. 

The  chargeable  heading  includes  all  cinematograph  cameras  for  sub-standard 
film. 

The  exemption  covers  the  following  photographic  apparatus :  Astronomical, 
document  copying,  oscillograph,  process  engraving,  sound  recording  (for' film 
of  standard  width),  ;tr-ray. 

(b)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33J-  per  cent.  Photographic  enlargers.  This 
heading  includes  all  types  of  enlargers,  including  professional  enlargers. 

(c)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  per  cent.  Projectors  for  sub-standard  film  or  for 
slides.'  The  chargeable  heading  includes  episcopes,  epidiascopes,  magic  lanterns. 

Not  chargeable.  Projection  apparatus  for  film  of  standard  width. 

(d)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33-J-  per  cent.  Lenses  and  other  parts  of,  cind 
accessories  to,  such  cameras,  enlargers  or  projectors  as  are  liable  to  tax.  The 
heading  includes :  Accessories  either  affixed  or  to  be  aflixed  to  the  chargeable 
camera,  enlarger  or  projector,  or  employed  either  up  to  the  actual  taking  of 
the  photograph,  or  up  to  the  time  of  making  the  exposure  or  projecting  the 
picture  on  to  the  screen,  such  as :  Spare  and  interchangeable  lenses,  cable  and 


bulb  releases,  dark  slides,  lens  hoods  and  holders,  light  filters,  roll  film 
adapters,  spirit  levels  (mounted  for  fixing  on  cameras),  stands,  tripods  and 
adapters,  rangefinders,  view  finders,  exposure  meters,  shutters,  self-timers, 
diffusion  discs,  filter  holders,  film  reels  and  attachments,  cassettes  and  spools 
forming  parts  of  the  camera  or  projector,  extension  arms,  film  slide  adapters, 
focusing  magnifiers  and  cloths,  cases  for  any  of  the  above  articles. 

The  following  are  not  included  as  chargeable :  Lenses  suitable  only  for  use 
with  the  non-chargeable  cameras  and  projectors,  spools,  reels  and  cans  used  as 
containers,  rewinders  and  splicers,  film  cutting  and  editing  boards,  developing 
and  printing  equipment,  print  trimmers  and  rollers,  photographic  chemicals, 
dark  room  clocks  and  lamps,  film  cement,  screens,  colour  and  wedge  filters 
and  filter  holders  for  scientific  or  industrial  use.  ,  . 

(e)  (i)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  ssi  per  cent.  Unexposed  sensitised  photographic 
paper,  cloth,  plates  and  film,  except  as  specified  in  (ii)  below.  This  heading 
includes  standard  cinematograph  film  in  lengths  not  exceeding  100  feet.  ; 

(ii)  Not  chargeable.  X-ray  plates,  film  and  paper,  cinematograph  film  of 
standard  width;  ferroprussiate,  ferrogallic  and  dyeline  paper  and  cloth. 

Note. — In  this  class  the  headings  cover  all  the  goods  included  in  Class  12 
of  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940,  as  well  as  lenses  an^ 
parts  of  such  goods,  except  that  cameras  suitable  only  for  industrial,  scientifl 
and  military  use  are  not  liable  to  tax. 

Jewellery,  etc. — (a)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  3  3  J-  per  cent.  Jewellery  at 
imitation  jewellery  and  other  goldsmiths'  and  silversmiths'  wares.  Mount« 
stones  (other  than  industrial  diamonds)  whether  real,  imitation  or  syntheti 
are  included  in  this  heading.  All  kinds  of  imitation  jewellery  are  also  includ( 
(whether  goldsmiths'  and  silversmiths'  wares  or  not).  The  expression  "gol( 
smiths'  and  silversmiths'  wares"  covers  such  wares  of  platinum,  or  base  met 
(whether  plated  or  not)  or  other  materials.  Other  examples  of  articles  includi 
in  this  heading  are :  Spectacle  frames  and  lorgnettes  of  gold  or  other  precioi 
metal,  but  not  including  such  articles  if  made  of  rolled  gold;  mechanic 
lighters  of  gold,  gold  plate  or  silver;  thimbles  (except  those  chargeable 
haberdashery). 

Scientific  balances  and  other  instruments  are  not  regarded  as  being  liabl 
to  tax  merely  because  they  contain  bearings  made  of  any  of  the  abc 
materials. 

Fancy  Goods,  etc. — (a)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33J-  per  cent.  Fancy 
household  goods  made  wholly  or  partly  of  celluloid,  bakelite,  or  other  pla: 
material  derived  from  cellulose,  casein,  papier  miche  or  synthetic  resin. 

The  following  goods  are  not  chargeable  with  tax :   Imitation  tortoisesh( 
spectacle  frames. 

(b)  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33J  per  cent.   Other  fancy  or  ornamental  articlt 
of  a  kind  suitable  for  personal  or  domestic  use  {including  artificial  flowery 
photograph  frames  and  paper  weights.)  This  includes  the  following  and  oth( 
articles  of  the  kinds  commonly  sold  in  "fancy  goods"  departments,  of  wh 
ever  material  made  :  Book-markers;  fancy  inkstands ;  table  mats;  scenti 
sachets ;    fancy  or  ornamental  domestic  brassware  and  copperware,  and 
similar  articles ;  eye  shades  and  sunglasses ;  artificial  flowers,  foliage  and  fruit; 
beads  and  articles  made  of  beads;  fancy  leather  goods. 

Toilet  Requisites. —  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33-J^  per  cent.   Toilet  reguis: 
of  all  kinds  (including  toilet  brushes). 

This  includes:  Compacts,  flapjacks,  vanity  cases,  lipstick  holders  and  ti 
like ;  powder  puffs,  make-up  pads,  cotton  wool  whirls,  lipstick  handkerchie: 
face  tissues,  etc.;  eye  baths,  make-up  bands  and  make-up  capes;  and 
other  articles  for  use  in  connexion  with  the  application  of  cosmetics.  Fa( 
patters,  blackhead  removers  and  the  like.  Nail  polishers,  cleaners,  files,  emi 
boards,  cuticle  knives,  and  other  requisites  for  manicure  or  chiropody.  Hi 
brushes,  eyebrow  brushes,  combs  (including  dust  combs  and  eyebrow  comb 
comb  cleaners,  eyebrow  tweezers,  eyelash  curlers,  hair  curlers,  hair  cur!' 
tongs,  and  similar  articles. 

Tooth-brushes,  tooth-brush  holders,  dental  plate  brushes,  denture  bow] 
boxes,  etc. ;  tooth  picks.  Shaving  brushes,  shaving  mugs,  razor  strops  aifl 
razor  stropping  machines  (manual),  shaving  papers,  strop  oils,  powders,  et( 
and  other  shaving  requisites.  Sponges  (real  or  artificial)  suitable  for  toilet  ui 
afid  loofahs ;  face  cloths ;  nail  brushes  and  bath  brushes ;  and  the  like. 

Powder  bowls,  bo.xes,  etc.,  scent  bottles,  pomade  pots,  cream  pots,  nS8! 
polish  jars,  face  tissue  holders,  sponge  wraps,  comb  cases,  tooth-brush  bags, 
soap  cases,  pin  and  hairpin  boxes  and  all  other  containers  of  whatever  material 
for  toilet  use ;  accessories  for  use  with  these,  such  as  powder  spades,  funnels 
for  scent  sprays,  etc. ;  ring  stands,  dressing  table  trays,  trinket  sets  and  oth( 
dressing  table  accessories.  Clothes  brushes  and  hat  brushes.  Toilet  pape 
Artificial  fingernails,  eyelashes,  eyebrows,  curls,  ringlets  and  the  like.  Ch: 
straps  for  correcting  double  chins,  caps  for  projecting  ears,  and  similar  app] 
ances.  Sets  of  toilet  articles  of  all  kinds,  such  as  toilet  "hold-alls,"  manicurp' 
sets,  shaving  sets,  "dressing  table"  sets,  etc.;  and  combinations  of  toilet 
requisites  with  other  articles  such  as  combined  cigarette  and  powder  boxes. 
Razors,  razor  blades,  dry  shavers,  nail  scissors  and  other  articles  of  cutlery  if;| 
sold  separately  come  under  Class  8.  ' 

The  following  are  not  chargeable  with  tax :  High  frequency  massage 
chines  and  similar  non-portable  apparatus  for  massage ;    electrolysis  hi 
removing  machines.  Shoe  brushes.  Sanitary  towels. 

Toilet  Preparations,  etc. —  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  33-I  per  cent.  Pcrfumei_ 
and  toilet  preparations  (whether  medicated  or  not)  and  soap  made  up  for  side 
as  toilet  soap. 

This  includes :  Tooth-paste,  tooth  powder,  face  cream,  face  powder,  cleansing 
creams,  massage  creams,  including  slimming  or  flesh-forming  creams,  shavingjj 
soaps  and  creams,  baby  soaps,  creams  and  powders,  neutral  liquid  soaps, 
(i.e.  soaps  which  do  not  contain  more  than  0-005  per  cent,  of  alkali  expressed 
as  potassium  carbonate),  soft  soaps  (toilet),. all  soaps  in  tablet  form  containing 
70  per  cent,  or  more  of  fatty  and  rosen  acids,  and  all  other  toilet  past^.i 
powders,  and  creams ;  mouth  washes  and  liquid  preparations  for  dental 
purposes ;  denture  cleaning  preparations  (but  not  dental  plate  fixing  powders).; 
Lipstick,  lip  salves,  rouge,  grease-paint,  eye  black  and  other  cosmetics;  eye 
lotions  and  eye  drops  for  toilet  use  ;  eye  lotion  masks ;  mud  packs  and  other 
toilet  "packs"  and  the  like;  nail  polishes,  enamels,  pencils,  etc.,  CritiCle 
removers  and  other  preparations  for  use  in  manicure  or  chiropody. 
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Skin  foods,  skin  tonics,  eyelash  growers,  muscle  oils,  turtle  oils,  and  other 
eparations  for  similar  purposes.  Astringent  lotions;  "after  shaving" 
;ions,  blocks,  etc.  Perfumes  (including  solidified  perfumes),  pomades  and 
jnts  of  all  kinds,  scented  sachets,  smelling  salts  in  all  forms.  Brilliantine 
d  other  hair  dressings  and  hair  tonics;  hair  setting  lotion;  hair  dyes,  and 
ber  preparations  for  the  hair.  Shampoo  preparations;  bath  salts,  cubes, 
-ences  and  the  like  (whether  medicated  or  not),  and  toilet  oatmeals;  depi- 
Lories  and  deodorants ;  deodorisers,  e.g.  block  naphthalene.  Calamine 
;ions;  sunburn  preparations  and  sunburn  preventive  preparations;  "stock- 
substitute  "  liquids.  Styptic  pencils,  corn  plasters  and  the  like. 
The  following  articles  if  specially  prepared,  or  put  up  for  sale  for  toilet  use : 
oral  waters  and  pomades,  french  chalk,  fuller's  earth,  rice  starch,  talc  and 
Icum  powder,  papier  poudre,  hydrogen  peroxide,  kaolin,  olive  oil,  pumice; 

ne,  powdered  soapstone,  vaseline,  witch  hazel  and  zinc  stearate. 
Household  soap,  soap  flakes  and  soap  powders,  are  not  chargeable  with  tax. 

Drugs  and  Medicines. —  Chargeable  at  the  rate  of  i5|  per  cent.  Drugs  and 
tiicines  manufactured  or  prepared — other  than  essential  drugs  of  an  excep- 
mally  costly  character  (including  insulin,  liver  extract  and  active  principles 

liver).  ■  ' 

Drugs  and  medicines.  The  above  heading  does  not  include  medicated 
let  preparations  (which  are  chargeable  at  the  full  rate  under  Class  i8),  but 

-ject  to  this  exception  and  to  that  described  in  paragraph  3  it  covers — 

(a)  all  simple  drugs  and  single  chemical  compounds  which  are  the  subjects, 
f  monographs  or  sub-monographs  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  the 
ritish  Pharmaceutical  Codex  (Part  I),  except  the  following  which  are  exempt' 

rom  tax  when  not  put  up  for  medicinal,  veterinary  or  toilet  use.

(6)  all  compounded  medicinal  preparations  Tor  use  in  the  internal  or 
external  treatment  or  prevention  of  human  or  animal  ailments,  in  whatever 
form  including,  for  example,  bougies,  cachets,  capsules,  caustic  pencils, 
collodions,  confections,  decoctions,  drops,  elixirs,  emulsions,  extracts, 
gargles,  and  other  antiseptic  preparations  for  personal  use,  granules,  infu- 
sions, inhalations,  injections,  linctuses,  liniments,  liquors,  lotions,  lozenges, 
mixtures,  ointments,  paints,  pastes,  pastilles,  pessaries,  pills,  plasters, 
powders,  salines,  salts,  spirits,  suppositories,  syrups,  tablets  and  tinctures. 

(c)  all  other  substances  or  preparations  put  up  for  medicinal  use  (human 
or  animal). 

Medicated  Food  and  Drink  and  other  preparations  which  are  employed 
primarily  for  medical  purposes  (human  or  animal)  are  chargeable  under  this 
heading.  The  following  list  gives  examples  of  substances  which  are  (a)  charge- 
able with  tax  and  (&)  not  chargeable,  respectively: —
